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DETAILED ACTION 

The receipt of the amendment dated September 8, 2004 of the application 10/602,1 15, including 
amendments to the claims and cancellation of claims 2 and 12, is acknowledged. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3-1 1, and 13-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

No reference nor combination of references was found which teaches a method of 
shifting a vehicle transmission including shifting from a first gear ratio to a second gear ratio in 
one of at least two shift modes, wherein the first shift mode permits the shift at a first 
predetermined speed and the second shift mode permits the shift at a second predetermined speed 
that is less than the first predetermined speed, as required by claim 1, or wherein the shift mode 
is electronically selected based on assessed ranking values of a plurality of sensed vehicle 
conditions, as required by claim 13, or wherein the first shift mode shifts from the first gear ratio 
to the second gear ratio at a first predetermined speed and the second mode shifts at a second 
predetermined speed that is less than the first predetermined speed, as required by claim 20.
